Romulus police officer 

injured after fireworks

Only minutes after Romulus 
concluded its annual July 4th 
fireworks display last Tuesday 
night, one of the city’s police 
officers was critically injured 
when he was struck by a pass¬ 
ing vehicle. 

The victim, Officer Richard 
Mathews, miraculously im¬ 
proved from critical to fair 
condition at the University of 
Michigan Hospitals in Ann Ar¬ 
bor within a 24 hour period 
last Wednesday, according to 
Mayor William Oakley. 


rectly to the Romulus Police 
Headquarters, 11165 Olive in 
Romulus. 

The accident reportedly oc¬ 
curred at 11:09 p.m. July 4 at 
Wick and Wayne Roads as 
Mathews was struck by a vehi¬ 
cle operated by a 49-year- old 
Belleville woman. The vehicle 
was traveling south on Wayne 
Road, Oakley said. 

The driver’s name was not 
released since she faces possi¬ 
ble traffic charges. Alcohol 
was not a factor in the acci¬ 
dent, police said. 


low officer decided to remain 
at their traffic post a little 
longer since traffic was still 
some what heavy because of 
vehicles exiting the fireworks 
exhibition. 

The accident occurred min¬ 
utes later. 

Mathews has been a Ro¬ 
mulus police officer for 12 
years. His wife, Debra, is also a 
police officer in Westland. 


A four-year-old murder case 
involving a former Romulus 
High School track star - shot to 
death in 1996 while working as 
an ATM technician - was cli¬ 
maxed last week with the ar¬ 
rest of a murder suspect in St. 
Louis, Mo. 

The murder victim - Ev- 
eristo Dwayne Bosley - was fa¬ 
tally shot to death early in the 
morning of Nov. 14,1996, while 
he was working on an ATM ma- 
chine owned by Comerica 
Bank in Farmington Hills. 

Both Bosley, 25, and the ar¬ 
rested man, Adalbert Dean, 39, 
reportedly worked for the 
Guardian Alarm Co. of South- 
field at the time of the inci¬ 
dent. 

Dean was arrested last 
week while walking his dog in 
downtown St. Louis, near the 
computer company he worked 
for, police said. 

Back in 1997 Dean was in¬ 
dicted in Michigan on charges 
of armed bank robbery result¬ 
ing in the death of another, one 
count of armed bank robbery 
and one count of using a fire¬ 
arm during and in relation to a 
crime of violence. 

It is expected that Dean will 
be extradicted to Michigan in 
the next two weeks. 

Previously a suspect, identi¬ 
fied as Antonio McKelton, was 
arrested and charged with 
murder. While he remains in 
jail in Jackson on unrelated 


charges...he still awaits a trial 
in the Bosley murder case. 

McKelton was nabbed after 
it was revealed a gun he re¬ 
portedly used in a jewelry 
store holdup in West Bloom¬ 
field was the same as the one 
that killed Boslev. 

A third suspect - so far uni¬ 
dentified - also has been ap¬ 
prehended on warrants issued 
by a federal grand jury. 

Al Wilkerson, Bosley’s for¬ 
mer track coach, and Dick 
Kruse, Bosley’s ex-Romulus 
High band director, both re¬ 
main emotionally tied to Bos¬ 
ley’s successes at the high 
school and the “senseless¬ 
ness” of his murder. 


Wilkerson continues to 
praise Bosley’s leadership 
style back in 1989 when he was 
the Eagles’ track team captain. 

Bosley “was always to prac¬ 
tice early and led his peers by 
displaying positive actions 
both on and off the track,” 
Wilkerson stressed. 


Bosley played the drums 
while a member of Romulus 
Junior High bands, Kruse said. 

“He came through for us un¬ 
der pressure,” Kruse ex¬ 
plained. “When a prominent 
snare drummer moved away 
mid-year,” Kruse said, “Bosley 
advanced from the school’s 
concert band to its symphonic 
band in the pinch and his 
stepped up role helped Ro¬ 
mulus Junior High win its first 
division rating that year.”

Georgia man, 84, 
hit by train, dies 


A visiting 84-year-old man 
from Georgia - who appar¬ 
ently sat down on the CSX rail¬ 
road track after walking along 
it for about a mile - was fatally 
injured when he was struck by 
a passing train at 11:25 p.m. 
July 7. 

Traffic Officer Cliff West 
said the victim, identified as 
Tho*hias Wiley of Columbus, 
Ga. was either a driver or pas¬ 
senger in a car that apparently 
broke down in the area of 


Shook and Wick Roads that 
night. 

West relates that Wiley ap¬ 
parently then began walking 
along the tracks apparently 
looking for a phone. 

The traffic officer states 
Wiley apparently got tired af¬ 
ter walking about a mile and 
sat down on the tracks to rest. 
The train engineer of a north¬ 
bound train saw the victim sit¬ 
ting on the tracks and sounded 
his horn. 


The era of respect for fu¬ 
neral corteges may be over - 
with the growing instances of 
‘road rage’ interfering with 
such ceremonial processions — 
veteran Romulus funeral di¬ 
rector Bill Crane revealed last 
week. 

Crane echoed comments is¬ 
sued earlier by Debra Kranz, 
who owns a funeral home in 
Cass City, and stated various 
instances of disrespect for fu¬ 
neral processions seem to be a 
growing phenonenon. 

“It is not unusual today,” 
Crane said, “for errant drivers 
to do all sorts of crazy things - 
like cutting in and out of cor¬ 
teges causing near crashes and 
even flicking off members of 
the funeral procession. 

“I know because it has hap¬ 
pened to me,” Crane stressed. 

He added “I’ve been in the 
business for 35 years and 
while there has been less than 


a dozen accidents - they 
seemed unnecessary.” 

Reports statewide state that 
the disrespect for the de¬ 
ceased and their families 
seems to have grown in the 
past two decades. 

Many of the most vile inci-

dents occur on busy metro¬ 
politan highways, but funeral 
directors state that even rural 
roads are not without their in¬ 
cidents. 

Meanwhile the number of 
such processions also are 
dwindling - since more and 
more families are opting for 
cremation and eliminating 
burials. 

Reports say in the 1990s 
about 20 percent of those who 
died in Michigan were cre¬ 
mated. That number is ex¬ 
pected to grow to about 50 
percent in the next 10 years. 

But the current laws also 
state that Michigan drivers 
must yield the right-of-way to 
funeral processions...and such 
processions must in turn yield 
to police and other emergency 
vehicles. 

Vehicles in funeral proces¬ 
sions are urged to keep their 
headlights on and carry small 
flags bearing religious sym¬ 
bols such as black crosses, a 
Star of David or a crescent.

Commissioner Sullivan 
wants you to vote by mail 


Your child’s future is in your hands. 


Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner John J. Sullivan be¬ 
lieves that voting by mail is an 
idea whose time has arrived, 
and he wants Wayne County 
voters to be the first to partici¬ 
pate. 

Sullivan, whose district in¬ 
cludes the cities of Wayne, Be¬ 
lleville, Romulus, and the 
townships of Canton, Huron, 
Sumpter and Van Buren, said 
that the process would also 
save taxpayers money. 

“This would be a step in the 
right direction for involving 
people in their government 
again,” said Commissioner 
Sullivan. “I think it’s terrible 
that recent school board elec¬ 
tions have seen less than 2 per¬ 
cent of the registered voters 
actually cast a vote. 

“We are supposed to be a 
government of the people, for 
the people, by the people. Vot¬ 
ing by mail is more convenient 
and private, and those features 
have the kind of appeal neces¬ 
sary to increase voter partici¬ 
pation,” Sullivan said. 

Sullivan recently sponsored 
a resolution that urges the pas¬ 
sage of House Bill 4444 or simi¬ 
lar legislation that would 
allow Michigan residents to 
vote by mail and make Wayne 
County a pilot in that en¬ 
deavor. 

The Wayne County Commis¬ 


sion unanimously approved 
Sullivan’s resolution on June 
29 and sent it to the state legis¬ 
lature. 

The commissioner also be¬ 
lieves that voting by mail will 
take off in the years to come, 
with the Internet becoming an¬ 
other voting site in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

“We already have absentee 
ballot voting, so this is not 
something revolutionary or un¬ 
heard of,” Sullivan said.

Voting by mail is already be¬ 
ing done on a limited basis in 
other states. 

In the State of Oregon, a spe¬ 
cial election for a U. S. Senate 
seat was done by mail and re¬ 
sulted in savings to the state of 
about $1 million and a tremen¬ 
dous increase in voter partici¬ 
pation. 

In other cases, “Vote-by- 
Mail” provisions have in¬ 
creased voter turnout as much 
as fourfold.

Ward the best man for the Job, 
but trio will get more votes 


The race to become-Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor has started to get interesting. Fbur out of the 
five Democratic candidates are mounting full- 
fiedged, expensive campaigns in hopes of sur¬ 
viving the Primary Election on August 8. 

Out-of-the-gate, former mayor and county ex¬ 
ecutive candidate Sharon McPhail has held a 
substantial lead, largely based on name recogni- 
tioa The race is expected to tighten, however, 
when Deputy County Executive Michael Dug¬ 
gan and State Senator Virgil Smith begin to 
throw money around. 

Unfortunately the most qualified candidate. 
Deputy Prosecutor George Ward, who has been 
Prosecutor John O’Hair’s longtime number two 
man, doesn’t stand a chance. Name recognition 
is the name of the game these days, and con¬ 
summate politicians McPhail, Duggan and 
Smith know how to play. 

As we go down the stretch, 26 days before the 
Primary Election, McPhail enjoys a substantial 
lead according to most pollsters. Whether the 
fiery eight year veteran of the Prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice can maintain that lead will depend upon 
the effectiveness of Dugan’s and Smith’s adver¬ 
tising blitzes. Right now I would make her a 4 to 
1 favorite to win the race. 

Whether that margin holds up will depend 
upon Duggan’s ability to get his boss, Ed McNa¬ 
mara out in ftx)nt of the cameras to tell what a 
great fella his assistant is. Duggan has long been 
McNamara’s arm twister, pestering county ven¬ 
dors and contractors to ante up money for all 
sorts of candidates and projects. Will these 
same people contribute wildly to Duggan, know¬ 
ing the mayor supports another candidate? 
Time will tell. 

At 6 to 1, Duggan is closii^ fast on McPhail. 
He has the support of many in suburban Wayne 
County, but many see potential conflicts of inter¬ 
est with Prosecutor Du^an. For instance there 
isn’t a deal that has happened in Wayne County 
in the past decade that he hasn’t had significant 
input in to. The man is super-connected to all 
powerbrokers, and like it or not, he will have to 
prosecute one or two of those powerbrokers if 


he is elected. 

Don’t sell 
State Senator 
Virgil Smith 
short. The 
popular sena¬ 
tor is making 
his third run 
at the prosecutor’s position. Last time around 
he nearly beat O’Hair This time around he has 
the lukewarm backing of Archer - a sort of pay¬ 
off for supporting the state takeover of the De¬ 
troit Public School system last year That sup¬ 
port alone, however, won’t spell WIN for Smifii. 
In fact, I see McPhail and Smith splitting the 
City of Detroit vote, therefore Smith’s odds are 
only 9 to 1. On the other hand, if McPhail were 
not running I would have Smith at 3 to 1. 

One wonders what Smith will do with the po¬ 
sition if he wins. He has no prosecutorial expe¬ 
rience and really hasn’t offered any position 
statements, like McPhail and Ward, that would 
persuade voters that he was the right guy 

That leaves us with Ward (the fifth candidate 
is Jennipher Colthirst, a virtual unknown). 
McPhail has said if you can’t vote for me, vote 
for George Ward. His boss, O’Hair, has nothing 
but praise for his hardworking assistant He 
commands the respect and admiration of 
coworkers, opposing lawyers, and judges. The 
only criticism I have heard of this man who 
oozes integrity, is that a vote for Ward is a vote 
for status-quo and maybe the office needs new 
blood. 

But the problem with Ward, who I’ve handi¬ 
capped at 30 to 1, is a terrible lack of name 
recognition and campaign fUnds. Most of the big 
dollars have gone to Duggan, McPhail or Smitti, 
who have pounded the cocktail circuit while 
Ward bums the midnight oil to put the next 
criminal behind bars. 

I would like to see nothing better than Ward’s 
campaign to suddenly catch fire and the next 
round of polls show him running neck and neck 
with McPhail, Duggan and Smith. He is the best 
man for the job, unfortunately that qualification 
means little at the polls. 



Firefighters’ doors opening 


The doors are apparently 
opening for Romulus firefighters’ 
to air their views on the current 
department needs. 

Even more important those 
same doors will allow the public - 
particularly those who have used 
the services of city police, fire de¬ 
partment or ambulance services - 
to speak out also positively or neg¬ 
atively on those services. 

Mayor William Oakley reveals 
that approximately 35 persons in¬ 
cluding himself, Fire Chief David 
Allison, newly hired consultant 
Richard Marinucci (who also 
serves as Farmington Hills fire 
chief) and Romulus volunteer 
firemen attended the first review 
session on fire department needs 
and issues. 

Two important things reported¬ 
ly happened that night at City 
Hall, namely that various Romu¬ 
lus firefighters were named as 
representatives to that review 



committee. 

And second Oakley revealed 
that he is asking that citizens with 
views on the city’s fire department 
send them to his office. 

This writer applauds those two 
actions - since it was recommend¬ 
ed strongly several weeks ago that 
local firefighter input be added to 
any future plan or negotiations on 
new directions for fire safety and 
medical need services. 

This writer also would invite 
persons sending letters or corre¬ 
spondence to Oakley to send 
copies to the Michigan Community 
Newspapers if they wish public 
dissemination of those opinions. 

If citizens wish the media to 


know their views, but not have 
them published that request also 
will be honored. 

Some attending the sessions 
were reportedly not exactly 
thrilled with its outcome. But this 
writer prefers to remain opti¬ 
mistic - since it is a new opening 
of communcation doors. 

Hopefully both the city and 
school district leaders should not 
be too comfortable with the fact 
that only five percent of the regis¬ 
tered voters turned out recently 
to cast their opinions on a com¬ 
bined city/school district ballot 

That is not a healthy sign. 

A good news/bad news issue al¬ 
so must be reported Oakley said it 
is felt that the growing fire depart¬ 
ment review team should meet 
about two times a month. That is 
good news. 

The fact that no date has been 
set for a follow-up meeting on the 
other hand is bad news. 
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Don’t wimp out over merry-go-round 


Call him Mayor Prophet 

Last September, he said, “”I 
would recommend disbanding the 
Westland Ffestival Committee and 
having the city take the festival 
back I would change the nature of 
the festival. Instead of being a big 
carnival for 300,000 people, it 
ought to be more family-oriented.” 

Restrict the beer tent add on 
the Kidstent with its non-camy 
games and non-motorized play 
equipment, switch the parade 
from opening evening to Saturday, 
change the parade route, and, de¬ 
spite the balmy weather, poof 
went the 300,000 people, just like 
Mayor Bob Thomas urged. 

Though this year’s parade had 
a festival queen and her court in a 
Mustang convertible, columns of 
dancers, phalanxes of roller 
bladers, veteran color guards, rid¬ 
ers on horseback, and over 20 
floats, few spectators lined the 
streets. 

What a difference from last 
year when an overflow crowd 
jammed the parade route, kids 
ran into the street for tossed can¬ 
dy, and motorcycle cops waved the 
kids back to their parents’ arms. 
When the buzz of a happy crowd 
greeted the parade as it marched 
into the sun setting over city hall. 

Though the attendance 
blowout fulfilled the mayor’s 
prophecy, council members 
weren’t happy. 

“I saw a decrease in the num¬ 
ber of people watching the pa¬ 
rade,” said Councilwoman Sandra 
Cicirelli. “I don’t know if it was be¬ 
cause we switched the parade 
from Thursday to Saturday. The 
parade was always the festival’s 



kickoff. Maybe we want to re¬ 
visit the decision.” 

“Some said the numbers were 
down and it may have had that ap¬ 
pearance, but I talked to the festi¬ 
val committee and they said the 
numbers were where they should 
have been,” said Councilman 
Richard LeBlanc, who said that 
next year the parade will kickoff 
the festival on the Fburth of July, a 
first Usually the festival leads into 
the Fburth and ends with a fire¬ 
works display. 

“It happened because the festi¬ 
val would have conflicted with 
other festivals if it had began a 
week earlier,” he said, sounding 
like the festival committee’s deci¬ 
sion was final. 

If I may mimic the mayor and 
make a prophecy, I see another 
lead balloon. Unless the price of 
gas doubles again next summer, 
too many people will be out of 
town. So the committee has to fig¬ 
ure out a way to reschedule the 
festival. 

I have no idea which city’s 
festival conflicts with West¬ 
land’s, but the conflict should be 
the other city’s problem. 

What’s the point of the politi¬ 
cians crowing about Westland be¬ 
ing the state’s ninth largest city if 
Westland wimps out whenever 
some other city picks a fight over 


who gets the merry-go-rounds? 

Then the committee must re¬ 
think this Kidstent business. On 
second thought. I’ll rethink it for 
them: The Kidstent is not for kids, 
it’s for parents who forgot what it’s 
like to be a kid. Kids love camy 
rides. After all, this is America, 
the land of machines and the 
world’s tallest roller coasters. 
Where the national motto is: the 
bigger the boys, the bigger the 
toys. Fbrget the inflated New Age 
bean bags and learning games 
with politically correct prizes. 
Kids prefer carny rides and 
games of chance with kewpie doll 
prizes. 

Then there’s the beer tent, 
which the festival committee had 
wanted to enlarge and move to¬ 
ward the music stage, but was 
stopped by the Westland police 
and city council 

“I’d like to eliminate the beer,” 
LeBlanc had said. 

Successful festivals, local or 
distant, do not shy away from beer 
During the Plymouth Art Fbstival 
beer is sold in the streets out of 
kegs. The festival thrives and Ply¬ 
mouth maintains a low crime rate, 
half Westland’s. 

The Munich Oktoberfest, the 
world’s biggest festival, draws 
around 6 million visitors, who 
drink around 5 million liters of 
beer to go with their 200,000-plus 
platters of pork sausages. 

With a return to the old parade 
schedule, camy rides for the kid¬ 
dies, and more beer on tap, the 
mayor can once again predict 
300,000 happy people on the city’s 
streets agaia 


Should state’s power be curbed? 


A propaganda war is looming 
on the horizon over an initiative 
that seems likely to appear on the 
November statewide ballot in 
Michigan. 

Enough signatures appear to 
have been collected to allow vot¬ 
ers to adopt an amendment to the 
state constitution that would make 
it more difficult for the state legis¬ 
lature to take away powers from 
local jurisdictions they currently 
possess. 

The issue that gave impetus to 
the initiative drive was a new 
state law that strikes down resi¬ 
dency requirements for city em¬ 
ployees. However, much more is 
involved than that single issue. 



The constitutional amendment 
would require a two-thirds major¬ 
ity vote before the state legislature 
could diminish local powers. 

Opponents claim this would 
give a minority the ability to 
thwart the will of the majority and 
label it as an attack on “democra¬ 
cy” Proponents counter with the 
argument that local residents 
should be able make decisions af¬ 


fecting them through their local 
governments. 

In the last several decades, lo¬ 
cal communities has seen them¬ 
selves stripped of the authority to 
regulate a host of activities includ¬ 
ing: siting of waste disposal opera¬ 
tions, transfer of jobs involved in 
tax abatements and funding of lo¬ 
cal schools. 

The U.S. Constitution estab¬ 
lished the principle in the tenth 
amendment (too often ignored by 
the courts) that the federal govern¬ 
ment has only limited and clearly 
defined powers and the rest of the 
powers are reserved “to the states 
and people respectively.” 

Thus, state legislatures can 


pass laws that are binding on local 
governments as long as they do 
not infringe on the people’s rights. 
Government at all levels has no 
“ri^ts,” only “powers” granted to 
it by the people and the federal 
and state constitutions. 

The proposed amendment to 
the Michigan constitution would 
not establish the equivalent of a 
“tenth amendment” It would only 
make it more difficult to override 
local jurisdiction. 

Perhaps a better approach 
would have been to define the 
powers of the state government 
and leave the rest of the powers at 
the local level.

Uhte admits that before the plant 
changed hands, the site was not a good 
neighbor, and nearby residents often 
complained of smells coming from the

a fuel recycling plant are just the begin¬ 
ning. 

Pete Uhte, the president of Ad¬ 
vanced Resource Recovery, bou^t the 
former hazardous waste processing 
plant on Princeton after it closed a few 
years ago. Right away, Uhte and the 
current owners negotiated with the 
state an agreement which would clean 
up the site and revitalize it 

And for nearly two years, there has 
been no hazardous waste at the site. 
The plant now accepts nonhazardous 
waste waters and oil. The water is 
processed to acceptable conditions for 
safe disposal and the oil is processed 
and recycled, used as EPA on-spec fuel, 
and used by utilities and industrial 
manufacturers. 

Besides making the site a safer 
place, Uhte is also proud that the new 
company has generated some 35 new 
jobs in the city, half of which have been 
filled by Inkster residents, most of 
whom live in the very same neighbor¬ 
hood as the plant 

While Advanced Resource Recovery 
has brought the site up to all existing 
EPA requirements, the company is still 
diligently working to progressively ad¬ 
dress future environmental require¬ 
ments and are continuing their con¬ 
tainment and processing upgrades. At 
the end of May, a supplementary odor 
control system was installed, in addi¬ 
tion to the air scrubbing system Ad¬ 
vanced Resource Recovery already 


plant 

In the past two years, however, only 
four complaints have been lodged re¬ 
garding smell. Uhte explains that par¬ 
ticularly on a humid day, a sulfur smell 
may escape during the processing of 
the oil. While the “sulfur burp” is not 
dai^erous, he says he recognizes it can 
be inconvenient for nearby residents. It 
was for this reason the company in¬ 
stalled the supplementary odor control 
system, and he is pleased to report that 
there have been no complaints since. 

“Fm here on site every day, and I 
honestly cannot smell any sulfur since 
we inst^ed the system,” he says. 

Just to be sure, however, Uhte has 
approached City Council and city ad¬ 
ministration, inviting them to pass on 
any complaints, should they hear about 
them. “If there’s a problem, we want to 
know about it because that means we 
have more work to do,” Uhte said. 

Uhte said that while going the extra 
mile may not have been necessaiy from 
the standpoint of what’s legally re¬ 
quired of the company, he has felt it 
necessary to consider the community 
and to give back in any way he can.

In metro Detroit, transportation is a 
prominent subject, yet many residents 
remain unaware of the services of 
SMART (Suburban Mobility Authority 
for Regional Transportation) as an al¬ 
ternate means of getting from place to 
place. 

Over the past five years, SMART has 
made huge improvements in their ser¬ 
vices by re-ali^ng routes along major 
corridors leading to and from the city 
of Detroit; initiating Job Elxpress ser¬ 
vices, which shuttle workers to and 
from locations like Fairlane Town Cen¬ 
ter; and creating Community Transit 
and Community Based Service Pro¬ 
grams that address the needs of each 
locality. 

"We feel the future of public transit 
is in creating a system that is tailored 
to fit each community's needs," said 
Dan Dirks, general manager of 
SMART. "Our Community Transit, 
Community Based Service Programs, 
and Job Express services really high¬ 
light this commitment In the years to 
come we're hoping to work even more 
closely with our respective communi¬ 
ties to address the needs of their resi¬ 
dents." 

Community Transit is a curb-to-curb 


reservation service designed to meet 
the special needs of people who cant 
access SMART'S regular fixed route 
services within Wayne, Oakland, and 
Macomb counties. All Community 
Transit buses are wheelchair lift- 
equipped and each person must call 
SMART to schedule their ride. Al¬ 
though anyone can ride Community 
Transit, the service gives special priori¬ 
ty to senior citizens, people with dis¬ 
abilities and people with medical 
needs.

For example, 
Nankin Transit, which represents Gar¬ 
den City, Inkster, Westland, and Wayne 
through an inter-local agreement, pro¬ 
vides special transportation programs 
to residents based on the guidance of a 
board of city representatives. 

"Once a year Nankin Transit works 
out a contract with SMART to operate 


our services within our four cities," 
said Dick Fernandez, executive direc¬ 
tor of Nankin Transit "The relation¬ 
ship works well because SMART has 
the expertise to monitor and apply for 
grants and provide buses while we 
have a 25 year experience of serving 
our residents." 

Because of partnerships like this. 
Nankin Transit provides approximate¬ 
ly 100,000 rides per year to the resi¬
